ALBERTA  ECONOMIC  INDICATORS 


While  the  recession  of  the  early  1990s  was 
not  as  severe  as  the  recession  of  the  early 
1980s,  the  ensuing  economic  recovery  has 
been  significantly  slower  and  weaker  this 
time.  As  mentioned  in  the  previous  issue  of 
the  IMSA  Catalogue,  this  recession  was  not 
only  cyclical  but  fundamental  in  that  several 
Canadian  industries  were  restructured. 

The  Canadian  economy  is  recovering  as 
growth  is  led  by  gains  in  merchandise 
exports,  primarily  to  the  United  States  where 
the  reoovery  has  been  stronger.  Third  quar- 
ter (1992)  expansion  of  the  U.S.  eoonomy  is 
estimated  to  be  3.9  per  oent  while  Canada’s 
annualized  rate  for  the  third  quarter  is  esti- 
mated at  1 .4  per  cent. 

Some  seotors  in  North  Amerioa,  such  as  steel 
manufacturing  and  the  auto  industry,  contin- 
ue to  be  mired  in  economic  turmoil.  However, 
a number  of  other  Canadian  industries  recov- 
ered from  the  recession  months  ago  and  are 
expanding.  These  industries,  such  as 
telecommunications,  electronics,  pharmaceu- 
ticals and  transportation,  are  well  positioned 
to  compete  in  the  global  eoonomy. 

The  health  of  these  industries  is  good  news 
for  Alberta,  which  was  only  moderately 


affected  by  the  recession  that  gripped  the 
rest  of  North  America  and  other  industrial 
nations.  Several  key  Alberta  industries  are 
poised  for  growth  in  1993  and  beyond  as  the 
province  moves  toward  an  information  and 
teohnology  based  economy. 

Overall,  the  economists  at  the  major 
Canadian  banks  and  the  Conference  Board 
of  Canada  see  a bright  future  for  Alberta 
(see  table  below).  Real  GDP  growth  is  esti- 
mated at  0.8  to  2.6  per  cent  in  1992  and  3.0 
to  4.2  per  cent  in  1993.  Generally,  Alberta’s 
growth  rate  is  expected  to  be  slightly  higher 
than  Canada’s. 

Alberta’s  unemployment  rate,  although  high 
by  historical  standards,  is  the  second  lowest 
among  the  provinces  (behind  Saskatch- 
ewan) and  typically  two  full  percentage 
points  below  the  national  average.  After 
some  weakness  in  the  provinoial  labour  mar- 
ket early  in  1992,  Alberta’s  seasonally 
adjusted  employed  labour  force  has  stabi- 
lized near  its  1992  average  level  of 
1,242,000.  Alberta’s  unemployment  in  1993 
is  predicted  to  remain  around  its  1992  aver- 
age, and  to  stay  below  the  national  rate.

The  total  value  of  Alberta’s  international 
exports  of  goods  in  1991  is  estimated  at 
$16.0  billion.  In  the  first  eight  months  of 
1992,  exports  were  up  6.0  per  cent,  due 
largely  to  increased  shipments  of  natural  gas 
and  forest  products.  The  Alberta  average  of 
6.0  percent  was  slightly  behind  the  national 
average,  which  was  a 7.9  per  cent  increase 
during  the  same  period. 

While  72  per  cent  of  Alberta’s  1991  exports 
(by  value)  were  shipped  to  the  U.S.,  Asia  is 
becoming  an  increasingly  important  for 
Alberta  goods.  Japan,  China,  South  Korea 
and  Taiwan  are  especially  important  mar- 
kets (see  pie  chart  at  left)  and  their  potential 
is  enormous.  However,  exports  are  mainly 
comprised  of  goods  with  little  value-added, 
such  as  mineral  fuels.  As  the  Alberta  econ- 
omy grows  and  becomes  more  sophisticat- 
ed, it  is  expected  that  the  composition  of 
exports  to  the  burgeoning  Asia  market  will 
be  of  higher  value-added  goods. 


Between  January  and  August  1992,  the  value 
of  Alberta’s  manufacturing  shipments 
declined  2.3  per  cent  from  the  same  period 
in  1991.  Much  of  this  decline  is  attributable 
to  Alberta’s  second  and  third  largest  manu- 
facturing industries  (Petroleum/Coal  Products 
and  Chemical/Chemical  Products).  These 
industries  depend  on  U.S.  economy  signals 
that  a turn  in  Alberta’s  manufacturing  ship- 
ments is  near. 

In  the  table  to  the  right,  the  industries  in 
bold  are  those  with  a better  than  average 
growth  in  shipment  value.  Many  of  these 
industries  are  driving  the  Alberta  economy. 
They  will  be  hiring  new  employees  and 
investing  in  equipment  in  the  short  term, 
thereby  contributing  further  to  the  local 
economy  through  spin-offs.

Ltd.,  LSI  Logic,  BNR/Northern  Telecom, 
Develcon  Electronics,  QCC  Communications 
Corporation  and  Wavecom  Electronics  Inc. 

Research  Program 

JRLabs  has  four  research  divisions: 

• Network  and  Systems,  located  in 
Edmonton. 

• Photonics,  located  in  Edmonton. 
Photonics  supports  optical  fibre  communi- 
cations and  systems  and  devices  function- 
ing through  the  interaction  between  light 
and  electricity. 


• Wireless  Communications,  located  in 
Calgary.  Wireless  supports  rapidly  grow- 
ing sectors  such  as  cellular  mobile  radio. 

• Network  Access,  located  in  Saskatoon. 
Network  Acoess  supports  current  and 
future  telecommunications  networks. 

Laboratories,  computing  facilities,  staff  and 
student  offices  are  found  at  all  three  loca- 
tions, which  are  in  proximity  to  the  associated 
universities. 

Technology  Transfer 

Relevancy  of  JRLabs  research  is  ensured 
through  constant  interaction  with  sponsors  at 
all  levels.

FOOD  PROCESSING  DEVELOPMENT  CENTRE 


PROGRAM  DESCRIPTION 

The  Food  Processing  Development  Centre  of 
Alberta  Agriculture,  is  situated  at  Leduc, 
Alberta  approximately  14  kilometres  south  of 
Edmonton.  The  30,000  square  foot  facility 
situated  on  10  acres  of  land  was  built  in  1984 
at  a cost  of  $8.5  million. 

The  Centre,  employing  14  full  time  staff,  pro- 
vides leadership  to  the  Alberta  food  process- 
ing industry  in  process  and  product  develop- 
ment through  applied  research  and  technolo- 
gy transfer.  This  transfer  takes  place  through 
application  of  appropriate  technology 
towards  the  development  of  new  products 
and  processes. 

The  Centre  provides  two  distinct  functions: 
new  product  development  and  new  process 
development. 

ELIGIBILITY 

The  Centre  is  available  for  technology  transfer 
to  food  processing  entrepreneurs,  industrial 
development  groups,  institutional  researchers 
as  well  as  government  personnel. 

ASSISTANCE 

New  Product  Development 

The  Centre  provides  product  development 
services  including  assessment  of  ingredients, 
new  product  formulation  or  improvement  of 
existing  formulations.  The  product  develop- 
ment laboratory  offers  complete  analytical 
services  including  physical,  chemical  and 
microbiological  measurements.  The  section 
contains  a test  kitchen  suitable  for  consumer 
or  institutional  preparation.  Associated  with 
the  test  kitchen,  a sensory  evaluation  labora- 
tory conducts  taste  panels  including  colour 
and  texture  measurement. 

The  product  development  function  includes 
specialized  packaging  technology  develop- 
ment and  assessment,  especially  in  the  area 
of  modified  atmosphere  packaging. 


New  Process  Development 

Complete  pilot-plant  services  are  available 
for  utilization  in  the  Centre’s  process  devel- 
opment function.  Equipment  is  installed  to 
perform  unit  operations  such  as  heat  transfer 
(retorts,  heat  exchangers);  size  reduction 
(grinding,  custom  blending);  and  concentra- 
tion (vacuum  evaporation,  ultra  filtration). 
The  pilot  plant  facility  contains  packaging 
equipment  (both  rigid  and  flexible  and  a 
modern,  continuous  batter/breading/frying 
and  freezing  line). 

The  Centre’s  meat  processing  area  is  operated 
under  federal  meat  inspection  regulations  and 
includes  whole  muscle  meat  processing  (ham, 
picnics,  etc.)  as  well  as  comminuted  processing 
(raw,  cooked  or  smoked  sausage  products). 

The  Centre  spurs  innovation  in  the  food  pro- 
cessing industry  by  developing  and  promot- 
ing new  product  and  processing  ideas. 
These  ideas,  gleaned  from  many  areas,  are 
assessed,  developed  and  promoted  at  the 
Centre.  The  Centre  provides  technical  infor- 
mation services  aiding  in  the  resolution  of 
regulatory  requirements  in  formulation,  pro- 
cessing, labelling  and  packaging. 

Cost 

Cost  to  clients  are  dependent  on  the  scope  of 
projects  undertaken.  Materials  and  suppliers 
are  paid  for  by  the  client.  Limited  test  market 
production  is  available  with  fees  varying 
according  to  the  extent  and  complexity  of  the 
project.  A fee  schedule  is  available  on  request.

SAFETY  BOSS  - 

OILFIELD  FIREFIGHTER  SEEKS  STRATEGIC  ALLIANCE 


One  of  the  world’s  best  oilfield  firefighting 
companies  is  seeking  a strategic  alliance  to 
aid  in  the  research  and  development  of  first- 
rate  firefighting  agents  and  procedures. 
Safety  Boss,  based  in  Calgary,  Alberta  has 
been  in  business  for  over  36  years. 

Incorporated  in  1956  by  Kenneth  “Smokey” 
Miller,  the  company  started  off  with  one 
firetruck  serving  the  Western  Canada  oil  and 
gas  industry.  Since  its  conception,  Safety 
Boss  has  grown  to  become  a company  serv- 
ing the  international  oil  and  gas  industry  as 
well  as  other  related  industries.  Among  its 
most  recent  achievements  is  the  distinction  of 
capping  the  most  burning  wells  in  the  war 
torn  oilfields  of  Kuwait.  Cne  hundred  and 
eighty  of  the  732  wells  capped  in  Kuwait, 
were  capped  by  Safety  Boss. 

During  the  Kuwait  Fires  Project,  Safety  Boss 
was  presented  with  a formidable  testing 
ground  for  firefighting  agents  and  proce- 
dures even  though  they  faced  constraints 
from  lack  of  transportation  for  materials  and 
lack  of  manpower  to  record  observations  in 
the  field. 

After  the  informal  research  conducted  dur- 
ing the  Kuwait  Fires  Project,  Safety  Boss 
feels  a formidable  new  firefighting  agent  can 
be  developed. 

Safety  Boss  believes  that  there  is  an  absence 
of  first-rate  firefighting  agents  and  procedures 
to  address  hydrocarbon  fires.  If  successful, 
the  company’s  research  will  lead  to  one  or 
more  patented  firefighting  agents.  “Our 
research  will  be  valuable  to  all  types  of  fire- 
control  companies  and  agencies  as  well  as  oil 
and  gas  related  companies,”  said  Stacy  Miller, 
Managing  Director  of  Safety  Boss.  “These 
agencies  will  be  able  to  use  the  research  to 
plan  for  hydrocarbon  firefighting  by  having  the 


correct  type  of  firefighting  agents  on  hand  and 
by  using  the  correct  procedures.” 

To  proceed  with  their  research  plans.  Safety 
Boss  is  seeking  a strategic  alliance  wich  an 
investor.

Many  of  Arnold  Publishing  Ltd.’s 
titles  are  used  extensively  in 
schools  in  Alberta  and  across 
Canada.  A Geography  of  Canada 
and  the  United  States  was 
recommended  by  the  National 
Geographic  Society  and  it  is 
receiving  enthusiasm  and  financial 
success  in  the  American  market 
under  the  title  of  Geographic 
Themes  and  Challenges. 

The  company’s  next  area  of  focus 
will  be  multi-media  learning  tools 
using  interactive  computerized 
laser  disc  and  CD-ROM  technology. 

BETA  RESEARCH

This  unique  vacuum  foil  is  applied  to 
the  outside  of  the  pipeline  or  tank, 
whereas  all  other  techniques  involve 
going  inside  the  pipe.  The  foils  detect 
hydrogen  atoms  which  are  released 
when  water  and  the  iron  react  to 
create  rust.  The  Beta  Research  foils 
are  cheaper  and  easier  to  use  than 
existing  corrosion  devices. 

The  company  intends  to  keep  the 
Canadian  rights  but  it  is  negotiating 
international  distribution  deals.  Beta 
is  enthusiastic  about  its  products  and 
may  go  public  in  the  near  future. 

COMPUTING  DEVICES  CO. 

Calgary  will  be  the  home  of  a $12 
million  Computing  Devices  Co.  (CDC) 
facility;  it  will  employ  about  300 
people.  The  Ottawa-based  company 
will  open  a plant  in  December  1993 
and  will  manufacture  $800  million 
worth  of  electronic  components  for 
the  National  Defence  Department’s 
new  $1  billion  IRIS  electronics 
communications  system.  A skilled 
workforce,  a strong  high-tech  sector, 
efficient  transportation  and  quality  of 
life  contributed  to  the  decision  to 
locate  in  Calgary. 

While  the  CDC  contract  with  the 
Department  of  National  Defence 
will  have  a lifespan  of  ten  years, 
the  company  is  contident  it  can 
design  and  manufacture  com- 
munications components  in  the 
future  for  other  customers.  CDC 
already  has  a development 
contract  with  another  country. 

The  presence  of  CDC  will  provide 
advanced  research  and  manu- 


facturing  spin-offs  to  local  firms.  For 
example,  Calgary’s  ACTC  Tech- 
nologies Inc.  will  add  40  full-time 
positions  as  a result  of  a $10  million 
subcontract  to  supply  radio 
encryption  software. 

GLAXO  CANADA  INC. 

On  October  6,  1992,  Glaxo  Canada 
Inc.,  one  of  Canada’s  largest  research 
based  pharmaceutical  companies, 
announced  the  creation  of  the  Glaxo 
Heritage  Research  Institute  at  the 
University  of  Alberta  in  Edmonton.  The 
Institute  will  be  dedicated  to  research 
and  development  of  treatment  of  viral 
diseases  including  HIV/AIDS,  Hepatitis 
B and  herpes.  The  $1.2  million  in  start 
up  capital  includes  $800,000  from 
Glaxo  Canada  Inc.,  and  $200,000 
each  from  the  Alberta  government  and 
University  Hospitals  Foundation.  Glaxo 
Canada  will  provide  operating  funding 
of  at  least  $550,000  per  year  for  the 
next  ten  years. 

This  partnership  of  industry, 
government,  the  university  and 
various  agencies  will  attract 
important  research  scientists  to 
work  in  Canada  and  will  help 
diversify  the  Alberta  economy. 

The  Glaxo  project  is  an  example  of 
the  benefits  of  recent  Patent  Act 
changes  which  are  stimulating 
research  efforts  in  Canada  that  could 
result  in  breakthrough  medications. 

HPC  COMPUTING 
TECHNOLOGIES  LTD. 

In  early  November  1992,  HPC 
Computing  Technologies  Ltd.,  an 
industry-led  consortium,  announced 
the  establishment  of  a supercomp- 


uting centre  in  Calgary.  Consortium 
partners  include  ACTC  Technologies 
Inc.,  Pulsonic  Corp.,  both  of  Calgary, 
and  Fujitsu  Systems  Business  of 
Canada  Inc.  Funding  for  the  $37 
million  project  will  come  from 
consortium  partners,  $5  million  each 
from  the  federal  and  Alberta 
governments  and  from  usage  fees. 
The  centre  will  open  in  early  1993. 

One  of  the  largest  computers  in  North 
America,  the  Fujitsu  super  computer 
will  be  the  only  one  available  to  the 
Canadian  public.  Its  tremendous 
speed  and  memory  capacity  translate 
into  time  and  money  saved  in  product 
development.  About  one-third  of  its 
capacity  is  already  committed. 

Government  and  business  expect  this 
project  will  be  essential  to  developing 
Alberta’s  advanced  technology 
infrastructure  and  fostering  the  pool 
of  local  talent. 


PAPER  MILLS  IN 
NORTHERN  ALBERTA 

In  early  December  1992,  the  Alberta 
government  announced  two  major 
forestry  projects  — one  in  Grande 
Prairie  and  one  in  Manning  — that  will 
generate  about  1150  jobs.  The 
government  will  not  provide  any  loans 
or  loan  guarantees. 

The  $1.6  billion  Grande  Alberta  Paper 
mill  in  Grande  Prairie  has  received 
tentative  approval  and  will  undergo 
an  environmental  impact  assessment 
and  public  review.  Upon  final 
approval,  the  government  will  provide 
$40  million  in  infrastructure  spending 
for  roads,  rails  and  bridges.  The  mill 
will  be  built  in  phases  over  a ten  year 
period  and  will  create  905  jobs.  It  will 
make  light-weight  coated  paper  for 
catalogues  and  magazines. 

The  $16  million  sawmill  by  Manning 
Diversified  Forest  Products,  on  which 
construction  will  begin  in  1993,  will 
ereate  247  jobs.  It  will  supply  wood 
chips  to  the  Grande  Alberta  project 
and  manufacture  wood  produots 
such  as  paneling,  decking  and 
garage  door  stook,  primarily  for  the 
Asian  market. 

WESTCAN  MALTING  LTD. 

In  October  1992,  the  town  of  Alix 
moved  toward  diversifying  its 
eoonomy  when  Westcan  Malting 
opened  its  new  $50  million  malting 
barley  plant.  The  Westcan  plant, 
jointly  owned  by  Edmonton-based 
Westcan  and  Rahr  Malting  of 
Minneapolis,  is  the  largest  single 
malting  plant  in  the  world  and  is 
capable  of  producing  125,000  tonnes 
of  malt  per  year. 


The  bulk  of  malt  production  is  used  in 
the  brewing  of  beer,  but  a portion 
also  goes  to  the  distillers  and  a 
somewhat  lesser  amount  to  the  food 
industry  for  malted  milk  flavouring, 
breakfast  cereals  and  baby  foods. 
The  balance  is  used  agriculturally  as 
animal  feed  supplement  and  silage 
additive. 

There  will  be  a number  of  benefits 
from  this  project.  Alberta  Agriculture 
& Rural  Development  Minister,  the 
Honorable  Mr.  Ernie  Isley,  noted  that 
the  plant  is  going  in  the  direetion  as  it 
will  add  value  to  agricultural  products 
before  they  leave  the  province.  The 
plant  will  employ  20  full-time  workers 
and  add  about  $300,000  a year  to 
the  town’s  tax  base. 
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This  Edmonton  company,  incorporated  in 
1988,  has  been  manufacturing  “Portable 
Electronic  Golf  Simulators”  since  1987. 
The  patented  simulator  utilizes  a captive 
ball  that  when  hit,  pivots  down  onto  a 
sensor  and  pops  back  up  ready  for  the 
next  swing.  An  electronic  display  indi- 
cates distance  and  direction  of  ball  trav- 
el. The  simulators  are  fully  portable. 
Thirty  commercial  coin  operated  units 
have  been  sold  and  a compact  plastic 
consumer  model  has  been  developed  for 
home  use.  Mold  fabrication  and  market- 
ing is  underway  with  the  U.S.,  Japan  and 
Korea.  Equity  of  $500,000  is  required  to 
complete  fabrication  and  marketing.

This  Calgary  company,  incorporated  in 
1980,  has  recently  developed  a new, 
maintenance  free  product  that  gives 
homes  a real  stone  appearance  at  a 
fraction  of  the  cost.  Interlocking  fasten- 
ers are  embedded  into  the  tile  and  no 
mortar  is  needed.  Market  studies  indi- 
cate that  this  product  is  capable  of  cap- 
turing a significant  portion  of  the  $4  bil- 
lion annual  North  American  siding  mar- 
ket. $300,000  in  equity  capital  is  being 
sought  for  additional  machinery,  promo- 
tional and  operating  expenses. 


This  company,  located  near  Calgary,  was 
established  in  1986,  and  has  developed 
a new  technology  designed  to  maintain, 
analyze  and  recondition  up  to  260  differ- 
ent types  of  batteries  simultaneously.
